The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 28 April 2010 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 1 8 February 201 0.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Figure 11A of Webster's Patent No. 6,096,073 illustrates a 
balloon catheter having a bulge region 100 between its proximal and distal ends. 
However, such illustration is directed to a balloon prior to undergoing the method of 
making its final structure (which is shown in Figure 1 1 E), which lacks a bulge region for 
extending movable members of a stent radially outward.
